In, many homes there is a strong feeUog that itia 'only decant' to provMe more than 
wtU be eatan and that it ia demeaninsr toradttfn ehiaalr. The expartaof the Dapartment of 
Agriculture report to ma that the dietary studies made by them point to an nnnual food waste of 
about $700,000,000. Of course, the waste in families of very limited meaus is slight, but in the 
families of moderate and ample mianalba upala taooaaUarabla; EVao If Hl»daHgwf> vara radooad 
by half, the waste would still be enormous.
